The 
ROSENBERGs wore sontenced to death "on April 5, 195 I MORTON 
SOBELL to 30 years imprisonment on the same date. JCTIUS 
and ETHEL ROSENBERG were legally exoctited at Sing Sl^^Prlson, 
Ossining, N. Y., on June 19, 1953, -and MORTON SOBELLVAS 
currently servlnG’. his sentence at the 'United States^i-rtltentlary 
Alcatraz, California. ^ 'f .

MYRA TANNER WEISR, staff writer for "The Militant/' and 
JEAN FRANTJIS, I’liiladelphia Chairman^ Committee to Secure 
Justice for MORTON SOBELL. The film strip, "Was Justice Done?," 
"new film material* on the ROSENBERO-^BELL Case" was to be 
shown for the first time In, Philadel^la. This flyer Indicated 
that the moetinr: was being held under the auspices of the SWP, 
Philadelphia Branch, and that the proceeds were to go to the 
Committee to §ec:are Justice for MORTON SOBELL. 


On Jun.' 24, 1957, Confidential Informant |||® advised 
that ho attended the Justice for MORTON SOBELL Meeting held on 
Juno 7, 1957 at 205 South 13th Street, Philadelphia, The 
chairman for this affair was DAVID WEISS and the speakers were 
HELEN SOBELL, wife of MORTON SOBELL, MYRA TANKER WEISS of 
"The Militant," and JEAN FRANTJIS, Chairman of the Philadelphia 
Committee to Secure Justice for MORTON SOBELL. The film 
strip, "Waa Justice Done?," was shown. 



DAVID WEISS, chairman of the meeting, said that the 
purpose behind the meeting was to join the fight against 
"the awful injustice which had been done" and to campaign 
for a new trial for MORTON SOBELL to prove his innocence and to 
'set him free. V.'SISS remarked that he had been In the Socialist 
movement for 25 years and knew what it was like to be In jail. 
JEAN FRANTJIS gave an impassioned talk conoorning, the execution 
of the ROSSNBERGa in which she said that t)ie history of the 
United States was the history of one frameun after another 
which occurred v/hen Government power a^w^mp.red to capture the 
minds of men for nefarious purposes. She said that the "cruel 
sentence of SOBELL was done In the Interest of the cold war 
and that his freedom will unfreeze the cold war." 


HELEN SOBELL spoke along lines which attempted to 
arouse sympathy for her husband. She spoke of his imprisonment 
and how ho had been Imprloorrai because he refused to sacrifice 
his Ideals or hj a friends. She said that on September 4, 1957 
*a petition would be filed to socure a review of his case, and 
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PH 100-37667 j 

that in freeing her hueband thcj United States will be freed 
from the cold v;ar. She said that "we" arc In a hopeful 
position at the present, but need help In keeping the case 
before the public. According to her, the public approach 
can make a living issue of the case apd support for the 
defense Is obtained' by personal contaist, . 

The final speaker, M7RA TANNER WEISS, attacked the 
witnesses in the trial of the R03ENBERGS and SOBELL and 
capitalism in general. She said that she did not know whether 
the RGSENESRGs were innocent or guilty, but did know that they 
did not receive -a fair trial because it was impossible to have 
ft fair trial in an atmosphere such as prevailed at that time. 

She stcatod that she had been ignorant of the facts of the 
case until reading books which had been given to her by HELEN 
SOBELL. After reading these books, she had never seen anything 
so hideous as the frame-up that killed the ROSENBERGs and 
sent SOBELL to prison. She said that the whole case- rested 
on whether the ROSENBERGs or GREENGLASS was tolling the truth, 
and after the trial it was proved that all the accusers had 
lied, "GREENGLASS and the FBI the worst of all." WEISS 
stated that this shows how /mierlcan Justice can close its 
eyes to perjured evidence and thereby keep its victims In Jail. 
She then went into a further discussion on how the witnesses 
were "lying" and how this fact had been known to the FBI. She 
finished her speech by making a plea for all working class 
people to join together to fight for civil liberties ,
